Bacteriological  examination  of  samples  of  water  and  milk  continues 
to  be  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  in  Hull  under 
the  direction  of  Dr.  J.  H,  McCoy. 


The  City  /inalyst,  Hiill,  has  been  called  upon  to  assist  in  the 
Chemical  /uialysis  of  sewage  and  other  effluents.  Random  sampling 
of  effluents  is  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Department  as  a 
routine  at  all  sev/age  disposal  works.

Housing 


The  housing  survey  continues  in  operation  and  the  records  have  been 
kept  up  to  date.  In  accordance  Vvith  the  policy  of  the  Council  those 
houses  capable  of  improvement  are  provided  with  the  five  essential 
amenities  through  the  agency  of  Standard  and  Discretionary  grants. 
The  five  essential  amenities  are:-  (l)  Bath  or  shorter  (2)  kash  hand 
basin  (3)  hot  water  system  (4)  k'ater  closet  (3)  Food  store. 

During  the  year  10  Discretionary  grants  and  11  Standard  grants  were 
arranged.  There  were  no  properties  demolished  during  1966, 


There  has  been  trouble  over  the  effluents  from  the  serfage  works  at 
Rudston  and  Haisthorpe,  and  unfavourable  reports  have  been  received 
from  the  River  Board,  Steps  have  been  taken  to  comply  with  the 
requirements  of  the  River  Board  in  this  matter  of  effluents  - fit 
Rudston  sewage  works  things  are  difficult

Reighton  and  Speeton  : Provision  of  a separate 
system  of  sewers,  clean  and  foul  and  a new 
sewage  disposal  v/orks , The  existing  system 
is  inadequate. 

Muston,  Polkton  and  Plixton  : i scheme  on 
separate  system  is  planned, 

Thwing,  Oct  on,  *»-old  Newton,  Burton  Fleming  and 
Rudston  : A scheme  for  the  whole  area  is 
planned. 


Refuse  Collection 


A weekly  collection  of  refuse  continues  with  satisfaction  both  to  the 
Public  Health  Department  and  to  those  living  in  the  Rural  District, 
This  refuse  collection  has  never  failed  to  live  up  to  its  designation 
of  weekly,  even  during  the  holiday  season  when  the  population  of  the 
District  is  increased  enormously. 


Refuse  Disposal 

The  antique  system  of  tipping  of  refuse  continues.  In  contrast  writh 
the  refuse  collection,  the  refuse  disposal  docs  not  give  satisfaction 
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either  to  the  Public  Health  Department  or  to  the  inhabitants  living 
close  to  the  tips. 

•1  modern  composting  plant  is  the  method  of  choice.  It  is  an  hygienic, 
and,  in  the  1 "ng  run,  an  economical  m.othod. 

Unlike  some  neighbouring  Authorities,  this  .authority  has  to  provide 
for  the  disposal  not  only  of  refuse,  but  also  of  sludge  from  its 
sexirage  works.  Compost  improves  soil  structure  and  returns  valuable 
elements  back  to  the  land.  This  consideration  should  weigh  heavily 
with  a Rural  authority.  Many  years  ago,  Ed?;ard  Melbourne  wrote  "The 
trouble  or  part  of  the  trouble  with  agriculture  now  is  that  we 
majestically  pour  all  our  manure  into  the  North  Sea,  and  then  go  to 
South  iUnerica  for  guano"  , Nov/  we  go  to  the  chemical  industry  instead 
of  South  America,  that  is  all  the  difference. 

Food  and  Meat 

Meat  inspection  is  total.  There  are  tv;o  private  licensed  slaughter- 
houses, A satisfactory  standard  of  hygiene  is  maintained. 


A routine  inspection  of  food  shops,  of  which  there  are  many  in  the 
holiday  camps,  has  been  carried  out.  There  have  been  no  cases  of 
food  poisoning  or  dysentery  notified  in  the  District. 


The  Council  decided  to  recommend  the  fluoridation  of  the  water  supply, 
but  the  later  Board  has  not  seen  fit  to  comply  with  this  recommendation. 
The  supply  of  water  is  satisfactory  both  in  quantity  and  quality. 
Bacteriological  control  is  done  by  the  .vater  Board,

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Sewerage  and  "ewage  Disposal 

Hunmanby  and  Reighton 

The  maintenance  of  disposal  works  and  plant  has  been  continued  at  a 
satisfactory  level  and  is  due  in  no  small  measure  to  the  interest 
and  energies  of  the  staff  employed  on  this  work. 

Samples  of  effluent  from  the  Hunmanby  works  have  been  uniformly 
good  with  one  sample  only  classified  as  "fair". 

The  works  continue  to  receive  Sporadic  a""  bention  and  interest  by 
children  with  a consequent  disruption  of  the  treatment  cycle  for  a 
time. 


Reighton  works  are  a permanent  problem  and  no  amount  of  attention  can 
produce  satisfactory  conditions.  The  works  are  overloaded  and  subject 
to  gross  flooding  during  wet  periods. 
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Burton  Fleming 

No  problem  arises  at  Burton  Fleming  and  remedial  measures  carried 
out  previously  to  provide  land  irrigation  continue  to  function  in 
a satisfactory  manner. 

Flamborough 

Flooding  at  Hartendale  has  occurred  but  not  as  badly  as  on  previous 
occasions,  and  repair  and  cleansing  work  has  assisted.  A scheme  fer 
regrading  Hartendale  gutter  was  approved  and  was  begun  early  this 
year. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

Vehicles  : A new  Fore  and  Aft  Tipper  of  28  cubic  yard  capacity  with 
po\jer  press  was  brought  into  service  during  the  year. 

Collection  : The  weekly  collection  of  refuse  instituted  in  1963  has 
been  continued  and  works  well.  Collections  are  made  from  caravan  and 
chalet  sites  on  demand  during  the  winter  months,  subject  to  conditions 
as  to  the  type  and  positioning  of  the  containers. 

Disposal  : Tvi/c  tipping  sites  are  in  use  at  Flamborough  and  Burton 
Fleming,  both  are  in  old  quarries  with  difficulties  as  to  access  and 
control.  Both  areas  are  available  for  use  by  the  public  and 
indisc riminable  use  has  its  inevitable  fire  hazards. 

Sewage  sludge  collected  by  the  tanker  continues  to  be  disposed  of  at 
Stone  Pit  Quarry,  Stone  Pit  Lane,  Bempton, 

The  tip  at  Woldgate  is  reaching  the  stage  when  it  should  be  sealed  off 
and  discontinued. 

Tipping  Sites  : New  sites  for  tipping  in  locations  convenient  to  the 
main  centres  lie  on  water  bearing  strata  and  are  no  longer  available 
to  us. 

It  seems  likely  that  ultimately  a position  will  be  reached  when,  if 
tipping  is  to  be  continued  as  the  means  of  disposal  the  preparation 
of  the  excavated  sites  Y^ith  stockpiling  the  top  soil  as  covering 
material  may  be  necessary.  This  type  of  site  is  not  close  to  the 
main  collection  centres. 

Public  Health 

Conplaints  and  nuisances  wore  dealt  vjith  as  they  arose.  Pig  and 
poultry  farms  at  Flixton  were  not  the  subject  of  the  bitter  complaints 
as  previously,  although  complaints  are  still  made. 

The  owners  have  endeavoured  to  co-operate  and  conditions  should 
progressively  improve. 

The  changing  pattern  of  animal  husbandry  with  intensive  production 
methods  will  aggravate  this  type  of  complaint.  The  disposal  of  farm 
effluents  may  in  some  instances  create  similar  problems  in  built  up 
areas  now  that  they  are  no  longer  to  be  accepted  into  the  Council’s 
sewers . 

Food  and  Meat  Inspection 

There  are  two  licensed  private  slaughterhouses  whose  through  put  is  of 
a consistently  good  standard. 
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The  table  below  gives  the  numbers  of  animals  killed  with  comparative 
figirres  to  1961  .

6 inspections  were  in  connection 
with  the  provisions  of  Sections  1,  2,  3,  4 and  6. 


2 inspections  were  in  connection  with  the  provisions  of  Section  7. 
One  outworker  was  visited,  there  were  no  prosecutions.
